COLLECTING BUTTERFLIES. 

How to Cntnli, rlii mol nlnuiit tlio H|>«cl- 
luvna Wortb Uoeplns. 

It doe* not require a very oztenalvai 
outfit for oulleetlnsr butterfilos, the 

necessary article.! boing a not and a 
cyaiiidu bottle. Tho frarao of tho 
forinor may b > obtained of a tinner, 
the hoop portion bein r about twelvo 
inches in diamoter. Tho net is made 
o( oheasoKilotb, or Swla4 muslin. For 
the oyonldo bottle, got tlvo or ten 
cents' worth of potassium I'vaniilo, 
and drop in a few lump] on the bottom 
of a wide-mouthed b-jtlie or jar. Pour 
on this eno.i;,'U plaster of I'.iris. mixed 
with water, tu e.ivor tbo uvanidu and 
lettha plnitj.- dry, whoa It will for.n 
a smooth floor, tho deadly fumes from 
which win soon kill any inseot ploood 
upon it 

It is uiinec^ssnry lo say that the but- 
tertlies are caught in the iu!t and tntns- 
forred to tho boUlo, where tin y noon 
expire. 

Never let your battle bo orowdod. u"i 
tho specimens will bo Injured by rub- 
bing itgalnst each other. ^Vhan tb'<y 
ftio dead, take them out and fold them 
In llttlo paper trian^'le s. wiiieh is done 
by taking a si|uiire |iiec ■ uf paper and 
fohlin;r two of ihe upjioule corners lo- 
palier, tile bulterlly reiiosln'j betw een 
the folds. The edges are then turned 
down to prevent tho paper coming un- 
folded, and on tho outside is mark<'d it 
number, which reforj to a little book, 
11 which, opposite tbo sumo iiuiiiber, 
you should set down the locality nnd 
tluto of i-a]ituro, t.illi nay uud'tii^iial 
remarks. 

Now, the question tvlileb arises Is 
"How can thoy be pruned and mouiit- 
odP" 

You can obtain msoot pins at any 
nnturnl-hlstory store, Nos. 3 and 6 lie- 
In!,' the ln».st iu1n])ted to ordinary use. 
The pill i ; thrust Ihroneh tlie ee;iter of 
the thorax. A gauge should bo made 
to keep all spoclinons at tho same dis- 
tance from the top of tho pin. Now, 
In Ardof jut aproad tbo wing* a aetting- 
bbard 'la necessary, which ta made by 
nailing two strip! of board to end 
piece.-, h'aviii;: a narrow slit lietwe -ii 
the buaids from it third lo half un iiic]^ 
wide. On one side nail a strip of cork 
over tbo slit; then, on the other side, 
tho pin bearing the butterfly can bo 
stuck nnd tbo wings spread ovor the 
flat board on oiu'b side. Tho front 
pair of winirs should he pushed for- 
ward until their back margins nri; in a 
.straii:ht line kiiiI tho rear \.iii;rs 
brought up 1'.-^ meta them. Lay 
over them a strip of pagwr ood pin 
them there. Let them stay a week or 
ten days, when they will have drie.l, 
and when the papers aii^ removed the 
wings will still ret.-iln tho]>osltion they 
have been adjiisteil to. 'fhoy are now 
ready for tho cabinet 

If tha ■peetmons are not placed on 
tho setting board for some days or 
weeks nftor tbobr capture it will bo 
nocossnry to sotteo tho Joints, or the 
wings will break when you attempt to 
uuive theui. .S'eaiuiii;,' them, with a 
paper botwcini, tho steam and the in- 
sect, is n simple iiieihiii! of doing away 
with tlie stitTuess of joints.

QLASS-BOTTLE UrtACHINS. 

Tho lOBonloos AppamtoN Ibr K«*ctiau lcal- 
Ijr SlnldlnK aud lllowlili llottlsai 

An lmii:irtatit innovation in the 
glitss-bottle Mialtin:^ trade has been 
perfect4)d. Il is an in'.'onious appar- 
atus for meeliiaically molding and 
blowing gloss bottles. 

Tho molding is done mocbontcaliy 
and tho blowbij by moani of com- 
pressed air, thus reliariag tbo glass 
blinvi r mi l his unhealthy nnd llfo- 
shei I. hill/ occupation. Each pair of 
miu'hlin s is fed with molten glass by 
one youth known ii^ a "gatherer," and 
each miu'hlne is worked by a boy who 
molds and blows tlio buttle, and plaoos 
it on a stand, whence It is removed by 
another boy called tho "taHer-ln." to 
tho luinealiiig furnace. Kuch 
pair of niiu-hinei is thus 
servo<l by four liands, three of 
whom aru boys. Upon tho occasion 
ot our visit on^ pafir.ot moohinea wiere 
running upon aoda 'Watiir bottles, and 
tho other pair upon pint boor bottles, 
wblub were turned out at tho rate of 
one hundred and twenty per hour per 
machine, very perfect bottles being 
produced. 

The repeating machine consists of a 
circular tiirn-tablo revolved by ma- 
eblnory around a central pillar. The 
whole apparatus is so von feat in diam- 
etiT by live feet ovor all, and at four 
points iiround its drcumferonco are 
placed at equal dlatanoaa four molding 
machines. I'^ach of these Is similar in 
principle to the single machine, al- 
though, of course, slightly different la 
detail and constniction. As the ap- 
pnnttus revolves uacb mnehino In turn 
passes before the gal herer, who 
obargoa It with molten gliuis. Tlio 
char^'ed mold ihoii passes on a'quarter 
of a circle to the noxl point, whore the 
mold is BitfomaUcally turned upside 
down an^BB interior of tho neck of 
the bottle Is formed, the proitess of 
blowing boing at tbo Bamo time au- 
tomatically comnicnoed.
